For over twenty years the 
Canadian Federation of Students has 
been lobbying, serving and repre- 
senting the students of Laurentian 
University. During the Students' 
General Association elections a CFS 
fee increase referendum question will 
be on the ballot. The question will ask 
if you agree to a $2 per semester 
increase. To help you make an in- 
formed decision, here are a few back- 
ground facts about the CFS and the 
fee increase. 

Each SG A student is a mem- 
ber of CFS . The Canadian Federation 
of S tudents is a democratic organiza- 
tion that is shaped by the involve- 
ment of its members. Membership 
fees were first set by the membership 
in 1981. We've all felt the impact of 
skyrocketing inflation; the value of 
the dollar today is not the same as 
what it was last year, let alone 13 
years ago. The membership of the 
CFS realized this fact as well. In 
order to continue to fight against the

brutal attacks on post-secondary edu- 
cation, we need to strengthen our 
efforts now more than ever. 

As a member of the Federa- 
tion you benefit from all the efforts of 
the CFS. You already get: up-to-date, 
in-depth research with timely analy- 



cational campaigns which highlight 
issues affecting students. 

Some of the main successes 
for CFS over the years include: the 
exemption of tuition and residence 
fees and meal plans from the GST; 
programs to combat date rape, in- 
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sis of government policies and legis- 
lation which ensures that students are 
well informed when they take an ac- 
tive stand at the local level; lobbying 
at the provincial level to advance the 
cause of an accessible, affordable 
education system to the decision- 
makers around education; and edu- 



cluding the widely acclaimed "No 
means No" campaign; the removal of 
the 3% tax on student loans; lobbies 
which led to government task forces 
on undergraduate teaching and ac- 
countability; securing the only stu- 
dent seat on the provincial govern- 
ment's university restructuring com-

mittee. And that's just the beginning. 
CFS saved the Challenge Summer 
Program from elimination. Interna- 
tional students now have the right to 
employment on campus. The CFS 
secured an additional $200 million 
for university research and develop- 
ment The OSAP minimum weekly 
living expense was doubled, through 
our efforts, to reflect the cost of liv- 
ing. We won the right to employment 
anywhere in Canada for CIDA stu- 
dents. International students and their 
spouses are now allowed to be em- 
ployed up until one year after gradu- 
ation. 

Aside from lobbying and rep- 
resentation.CFS also offers a number 
of services to help students further 
their financial resources. Travel Cuts, 
located in the Student Centre, is 
owned and operated by the CFS. 
Through Travel Cuts hundreds of 
students are served each year, right 
here on campus. Federation mem- 
bership means you have access to the 
best travel rates. CFS is the sole 
distributor of the International Stu- 



dent Identity Card (ISIC) in Canada. 
ISIC gives students access to low 
travel fare and other discounts in 
Canada and around the world. As a 
member of CFS , you receive this free 
card, saving you $15. Through the 
Studentsaver discount program stu- 
dents at Laurentian receive access to 
thousands of businesses in Sudbury 
and across the country. With your 
Studentsaver package, you can also 
receive a 50% discount off of Phan- 
tom of the Opera tickets. The Student 
Work Abroad Program (SWAP) 
which allows students to gain valu- 
able overseas work experience as well 
as the opportunity to learn about peo- 
ple and cultures of another country. 
Most importandy, CFS is a 
we thing; CFS is about you as much 
as it is about the staff, and the execu- 
tive, elected by the students, who 
make sure that our voice is heard 
across the country. And because there 
is strength in numbers, CFS is heard 
— by government and the media. If 
you believe that post-secondary edu- 
cation should be affordable, accessi- 
ble and of high quality, then vote 
"yes" in the referendum. Keep our 
student voice strong.

were forced to cut six editions from 
the production schedule (26 to 20 
editions). The staff receives even less 
in terms of pay than they did last year. 
The perks of being a staffer were cut 
drastically and we refrained from 
purchasing many of the office sup- 
plies we had in previous years, (e.g., 
letterhead, copious numbers of busi- 
ness cards, subscriptions to various 
magazines, etc.). 

This may not sound like much 
of a sacrifice but it cuts into the serv- 
ice we are capable of providing for 
the students of Laurentian. For in- 
stance, if you can think back to Na- 
tional Student's Day (the day that 
never happened at Laurentian Uni- 
versity) , part of the reason the events 
were so poorly attended was because 
the edition before Thanksgiving was 
one of the issues that got axed in the 
budget cuts. This is one small exam- 
ple of many that indicates how the 
students of Laurentian are not receiv- 
ing the service from their student 
paper that they deserve. 

During the SGA election, you 
will be faced with a referendum ques- 
tion regarding a $3 increase to Lamb- 
da's levy. I would strongly urge you 
to vote "yes" so that Lambda Publi- 
cations can continue to upgrade the 
services you receive. 
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
